Douglas W iggin, the American nov­ 
elist, died last night. 
The novelist was taken seriously 
ill on her voyage to England last 
June. She was taken to a nursing 
home in 
Liverpool 
for treatment. 
Her 
condition, 
however, 
was 
not 
regarded as critical and in a few 
days word came from the •institu­ 
tion 
that she was able to spend 
much time out of doors. 
Mrs. 
W iggin was said 
to 
have 
never fully recovered from the ef­ 
fects of 
an 
operation 
which 
she 
underwent shortly after her arriv­ 
al. 
Her husband, George C. Riggs, is 
understood to be enroute here from 
tfie United States. 
Rate Douglas Wiggin, often call­ 
ed the "prima donna of literature," 
wag one of the most accomplished 
'fromen engaged in 
literary 
and 
philanthropic 
work 
in the United 
States. 
It was back in 1876 that Mrs. 
Wiggin, then Rate Douglas Smith, 
left her home in Maine and journ­ 
eyed to California for the purpose 
Of studying kindergarten methods. 
She taught 
for a year 
in 
Santa 
Barbara 
Colledge, 
and 
was 
then j 
called upon to organize the Silver 
Street Kindergarten in San Francis­ 
co, the first free school of the kind 
west of the Rocky Mountains. 
Little was known of kindergart­ 
en work at the time, but the ideas 
of Mrs. Wiggin soon began to at­ 
tract 
wide attention, 
and 
it 
was 
not long before she was joined by 
Mrs. 
Sarah 
B. Cooper, the 
noted 
educator, who assisted Mrs. Wiggin 
in 
forming the California Kinder­ 
garten Training School, which es­ 
tablished more than 60 schools for 
poor children 
in the west. 
After hor marriage in 
1880 to 
Samuel Bradley W iggin, a lawyer of 
San Francisco, Mrs. W iggin gave up 
teaching and turned her attention 
to literature, 
using the 
rich 
ma­ 
terial 
she 
had 
gathered 
in 
her 
kindergarten 
work 
to 
weave into 
stories, of greater influence for a 
wider public. 
Her first story, called “ Half a 
Dozen Housekeepers," had appear­ 
ed in 18TS, before she thought of 
giving up teaching. It was several 
years 
later 
that 
"The 
Story 
of 
Patsy," and “The Birds' Christmas 
Carol" were published 
and 
met 
with 
unexpected 
success. 
In 
1888, 
Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Wiggin 
removed to New York, where she 
published 
"A Summer in a Can­ 
yon," “ Timothy’s Quest," and 
“ A 
Cathedral Courtship." 
which 
were 
translated Into several foreign lan­ 
guages, and 
immediately 
became 
popular in Europe. 
In addition to her literary abil­ 
ity, 
both 
prose 
and 
verse, 
Mrs. 
Wiggin was an accomplished musi­ 
cian, and composed several melodies 
for her favorite poems. 
Although 
born 
In 
Philadelphia 
in 
1857. 
the 
childhood 
of 
Mrs. 
Wiggin was spent in Hollis. Maine, 
where 
her 
father, 
a 
lawyer, 
re­ 
moved shortly after her birth. She 
was educated in Abbott Academy, 
Andover. Mas*. 
Mrs. W iggins second husband was 
George 
Christopher 
Riggs, 
whom 
she married in 1895, six years after 
the death of Samuel Wiggin. She 
continued to reside In New York, 
spending her summers in Hollis. 
In Jun, 1923, Mrs. W iggin was 
taken 
seriously ill 
In 
England, 
where 
ehe 
had 
gone 
to 
attend 
the Dickens* Fellowship as a dele­ 
gate from New York.

One of the commandments of the Bible is that “we shall 
not bear false witness.” We heard a gentleman say the other 
day that this commandment was broken more frequently in 
Oklahoma than any place he had ever visited. He did not 
mean that more people go into court and swear falsely, but 
that more fellows in Oklahoma apparently knock their neigh­ 
bors and their fellow-townsmen, than they do elsewhere. We 
do not quite agree with his statement, and yet we do believe 
that otherwise good men, break the commandments daily by 
repeating uncomplienmtary things which they have heaid 
about their fellow citizens and of the truth of which they are 
wholly ignorant. One of the worst habits along this line usu­ 
ally crops out when there is to be some public improvement 
or public sendee, and you will hear this or that man com­ 
ment upon the time or energy some citizen is spending in 
the public sendee, with the question, “I wonder what he is 
getting out of it?”

Criticism, if in the pro­ 
per spirit and based upon known facts, ought to be helpful, 
but criticism based upon street gossip and speculation, is the 
most vicious sort of thing. We think highway robbery is just 
as gentle pastime when compared with character assassina­ 
tion indulged in by men who talk without knowing their 
facts.— Okmulgee Democrat.

It is now time to think of trees 
for 
the 
orchard. 
Experience 
has 
convinced me that fall planting; is 
best. The ground has Mine to set­ 
tle 
thoroughly

begin to appear and the tree is 
firmly in place before the sap begins 
to rise. 
The tree thus planted is 
In better shape to stand the dry 
weather that is pretty certain to 
come the next 
summer and 
tins 
means a much better chance of its 
living. The same thing applies to 
shade trees. 


The day after the rain my better 
half handed me a spade and a hoe 
and gave orders for some fall gar­ 
den 
We had very little unoccupied 
space but part of this went to tu r­ 
nips and the rest for chicken pas­ 
ture. W ith a mixture of wheat and 
rye we expect to have plenty ot 
green stuff for the chickens most 
of tho winter. Very likely a lot 
of the turnip tops will also be fed 
to the chickens, for it is out of 
the question to expect eggs unless 
the chickens have a good supply 
of green stuff sum m er and winter 
alike 
It costs quite a bit to feed 
chickens *in town where everything 
must be bought, but our flock ha'* 
paid their way this year and left 
a very nice margin of profit. I ne 
dry mash. scratch feed, charcoal, 
tankage and oyster shell foot up 
several dollars in a m onth’s time 
but the *'ggs have more than pun 
for this teed leaving us with the 
chickens as clear profit. It is just 
a m atter cl care that makes chick­ 
ens pay.
